rectors. It was held that the direc- 
tors and the teacher were all liable 
in an action of trespass, the directors 
having no power to prescribe such a 
rule, and consequently no right to 
enforce it.

Purchase of a Controlling Interest 


by Decatur Capitaliste. 


A Good Move for the General Interest 


Decatur capital continues to reach out 


and around, getting hold of meritorious 
enterprises for the general good of the 
public. Daring the post six weeks nego- 
tiations have been in progress looking to 
the purchase by Decatur parties of a con- 
trolling interest in the "Decstur Coal 
Mine" which has been operated by Messrs.

The mem- 
bers of the old firm retaining an interest 
in the property are Mr. Frank Frorer 
and Mr. White and they will become 
members of the new company that is to 
be regularly incorporated, 


This is the most important purchase 


that has lately been made in Decatur, and 
the wisdom of the transfer will at once 
command itself to the public. That the 
mine is valuable has been proven beyond 
doubt, and that it has done much toward 
benefitting the manufacturing interests 
of Deoatur, as well as furnishing cheap 
fuel to our people (a out of 83.50 to 82.25 
per ton), is not disputed. 'Ihe mine is 
turning out 400 tons of splendid coal 
daily. The mining rights embrace an 
area of 500 acres, and a distance of only 
about 600 feet has thus far been worked,

Death of Mr, Samuel Bnelley.

says: 


The tariff question has been sprung 


n the 
New Jersey 
Legislature 


slightly ahead of Congress. 
A rep- 


resentative from Jersey Gity intro- 
duced the bombshell in the form of 
a resolution calling upon the repre- 
sentatives of New Jersey in Congress 
to vote against any change in the 
present tariff. 
Favorable and unfa- 


vorable reports were presented, and 
ihe whole discussion of the tariff 
then opened. 
The most interesting 


feature of the debate was the posi- 
tion of the two great parties on the 
tariff question. 
The Eepublieana, 


stood by the resolution; the Demo- 
crats were not united, and as a con- 
sequence, although in a majority, 
they failed to carry their views. The 
objection was made by a majority of 
the Democrats that this was not a 
question for the New Jersey Legis- 
lature, which Lad no jurisdiction 
over the tariff, but for Congress. 


The first day of the discussion.the 


Democrats wore very badly demoral- 
ized, a number of members from the 
manufacturing districts voting with 
thn Eapubl cans on Hie tariff ques- 
tion, but wbon tho matter came on 
the second day they rallied and Vo- 
ted together in favor of tho tariff 
plank" iusertnil in the Democratic 
platfurm in Ohio and New Jersey, 
thus avoiding wluit threatened at 
onetime to causo considerable de- 
moralization in the party. 


Road Making. 


A correspondent of tho Country 


Gentleman, writing from Duchess 
county, New Yoik, nuys that the 
town of Amenia, in that county, has 
tried with marked sucrafr", the plan 
of keeping a force OL four or five 
men at work 
on the highways 


through most of the year, under the 
supervision of an experienced, skill- 
ful builder of roads, who gives his 
attention constantly to tho work. 
Every part of the seventy-five miles 
o f h g h w u y i n the town is in good 
condition, and tho expense of keep- 
in <* it so has been much less than it 
could have been by the old method. 
The new plan has greatly relieved 
the farmers, who have not been call- 
ed to work ou the roads at a time 
when other duties demanded their 
attention. 
New York has a law 


which directs that the voters of any 
town may elect this plan of hiring a 
force of men and a competent com- 
missioner to make and keep in re- 
pair the roads of the town, but the 
plan once adopted must be followed 
for not less than three years. It n 
found that by the method described 
the roads have been kept in better 
condition than ever before, and that 
the cost of the work has actually 
been less than that of road making 
by the old way." 


A STOKY is in circulation at Wash- 


ington that in order to conciliate bis 
opponents in Ohio and to secure their 
co-ooeration in'bis schemes to obtain 
tho Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion, Senator elect Payne, of Ohio, 
will retire from the Senatorship soon 
after the 4th of March to maue way 
for Pendleton, and that he has prom- 
ised Thurman the Secretaryship of 
State in the event of his election and 
Gen. Durbin Ward a life Judgeship. 
Bookwnlter is said to be the political 
diplomat who has carried on the ne- 
gotiations.

John Faulds. 


A Chicago press dispatch of yes- 


terday has the following concerning 
a somewhat 
notorious 
individual, 


known to some of our people, and 
who was at one time figuring with 
Decatur parties on opening a coal 
mine here: 


An application for a writ of habeas 


corpus was made in the circuit court 
to-day by John Faulds, s subject of 
Great Britain, hailing from 
Ren- 


frewshire, Scotland, declaring that 
in 1863 he came to the United States 
and took np bis residence in Catlin, 
Vermilion county, 111., where he ac- 
quired coal mines and other prop- 
erty rated now as being worth $100,- 
§00 to $500,000. In 1871 title to 
hia property was contested and the 
matter was carried into the federal 
court at Springfield; litigation drag- 
ging along until November, 1882, 
when, according to llr. Faulds' story, 
he was wrongfully accused of insan- 
ity, convicted and sent to the insane 
asylum at Kankakee, where he was 
confined until December, 1883, when 
he managed to escape. He contends 
the charge of insanity was made to 
prevent him from prosecuting his 
suit, which involves possession of all 
his property. 
After his flight from 


the asylum in December last, Faulds 
has remained in Chicago where he 
was recognized yesterday and arrest- 
ed at the instance of some of his old 
prosecutors. 
His application for a 


release is endorsed by several medi- 
cal experts, who declare the peti- 
tioner of sound mind, as do also four 
or five prominent residents of the 
city. 
Prior to the commencement of 


his suit his income from his mines 
was of a princely character, but 
ceased altogether when title to the 
property was attacked in court, as 
mining operations then ceased.

QTJBBB DETECTIVE WORK. 


A Late County Prisoner Making Many 


Discoveries Near Bloomlngton. 


It will be remembered that John B. 


Evans, who was taken in tow in Indiana 
by Sheriff Foster for stealing a team of 
horses from a Milam farmer, was lately 
released from custody on furnishing bail 
in the sum of $500 for his appearance at 
the approaching May term of conrt. The 
home of Evans, who poses as a detective, 
is at Saybrook in McLean county. From 
that vicinity during the past two years 
fourteen valuable horses have been stolen. 
A supposed borne thief named Burns was 
seen in that part of McLean county, and 
Evans, before his arrest in Indiana by 
Foster, pretended to be after him. Evans 
vrna found in Indiana ia possession of the 
team stolen from this county, and he jus- 
tified his predicament by saying that he 
had stumbled upon Burns with the team, 
and Burns, in consideration of being re- 
leased, gave the team up to Evans and 
told him where the fourteen horses stolen 
around Bloomington were. Since his re- 
lease from the Decatnr jail Evans has set 
about locating the stolen horses, charging 
330 in each case. He has pointed out 
nine of the horsee, which were in the 
hands of honest farmers, and the owners 
have recovered them, and he says he 
knows where the other five are. A stren- 
uous effort is being mode in McLean to 
indict Evans with Burns for horse steal- 
ing. Burns is still at large. 


The Fleh Law In Illinois. 


To Whom it May Concern: The close 


season for fish commences February 15. 
The law says: "That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person or persona to catch or 
kill any fish of the species commonly call- 
ed Black, Green, Silver or White Bass, 
Pike, Pickerel, Salmon, Land Lock Sal- 
mon, Juok Salmon, Croppy or Grass Bass, 
Sun Fish or Sun Perch, or other fish com- 
monly known as Game Fish, in or upon 
any of the rivers, creeks, streams, ponds, 
lakes, sloughs, bayous or other water 
courses wholly within or running through 
the State of Illinois, with any seine, net, 
weir, or other device, other than with 
hook and line, from the fifteenth day of 
February to the fifteenth dfty of June, in 
each and every year." Attorney General 
McCartney says, in an opinion in reply to 
the following qutstion: 
"What is the 


meaning of the words 'game fish,' as used 
in section 1, of an act approved May 13, 
1879, 
laws ot 1879, pago 168." "The 


words 'game fish' include any and all fish 
commonly used and suitable for food, 
whether belonging to any ot the species 
named in said section 1, of the act of May 
13, 1879, or not." All interested in the 
re-population of our streams and the in- 
crease of our supply of food fishes, are 
earnestly requested to aid the Commis- 
sioners in seeing the law for the protec- 
tion of fish enforced, particularly during 
the spawning or close season. Copies of 
the law, for posting or use, can be had on 
application to the Secretary of the Board.

Others propose substitutes for Mr, 
Eosevelt's bill, like Assemblyman 
Locke's adaptation of the Ohio law 
taxing the traffic, which has no points 
of superiority to the license system, 
and was only adopted in Ohio be- 
cause ihe Constitution would not 
permit a license in express terms, 
Between the opposition of the free 
rum men on one side, and that of the 
temperance fanatics on the other, 
the movement for a practicable high 
license law is threatened with defeat, 
unless public sentiment is effectively 
organized in its favor.
